Ow we have ſufficiently treated of the ſignes of 
the Zodiack and their diviſions , it to 
ſpeak of the Planets, and afterward as briefly as 
may be, to declarethe dignitics they have inthe 
fame ſignes. It is therefore tobe underſtood, 
that under the Zodiack there be{ſeven Planets, which move 


continually of their own proper and continuall motion, and fi- 


niſh their courſes in divers fpaces and times , according tothe 
ſwiftneſle or ſlowneſle of their motion, and according tothe 
greatneſle or ſmaineſſe of their Orbe or Circle. For Satwrue 
which isthe higheſt of them all, and hath the greateſt circle, fi- 
niſheth nothis Zodiacal perambulation under 3o years: 7=piter 
is 12 years in pacing it: Afar; walks the round in two : 
the Swn, Veaus and Mercury keep their courſes much alike, and 
finiſh their Revolution in 365 dayes, and abour fix houres: buc 
the man in the Moon rides poſt with his horn, and asif it were 
for a wager runs it in 27 dayes, and about eight houres. Now 
that you may better apprehend and conceive by Demonſtration 
the reaſon of the Planets ſwifter or flower finiſhing their cour- 
ſes in the Zodiack, I rhought good to adde hereunto;a type of 
the ſeverall Spheres or Orbs of the Planets, according to the 
opinion of Ptolorwy,which in my judgement is raolt agreeable to 
truth : as for Copermicas bis. Scheme (though it belt makes for 
verification of his Phenowend's )yet making the Sun the Centre, 
and the earth as it were an Erraticall Planet alwayes moving- 
abour him,is inmy opinion altogether abſonant to-theScripeure;! 
which for both tels us that the one viz. © continually rites and 
ſers, and but once ſtood ſtill by the-appointment of the Lordin.

for the Crab is cold and moiſt, noQurn or of the night , femi« 
.. nineand moveable as the Moon ; and thc Lion is hotand dry 
diurn or of the day, maſculine and fixed, as the Sun. Theſe two 
Planets or Lights have each of them but one ſigne for their 
_— but the other five have every one two ſignes , whereof 

eoneiscalled the diurn or day-houſe, becaute it is in ſuch a 
ſigne, the other the noRurnor night-houſe , which ſhall be in 
ſuch a ſigne, that is,the day-bouſe ſhall be in a diurnall ſigne, 
and the night-houſe in a noQuraall ſigne. 

Then $«t#rz being the higheſt{ot the other five , like as 
he iscontrary unto the two great Lights, being enemy unto na- 
ture, and corrupter of her works ; ſo he hath obtained forhis 
houſes the two lignes which do behold the Crab and the Lion 
with perfe& enmity, that is to ſay , with oppoſition or contra- 
trary aſpe&, as Capricorn and Aquarim, of the which Capricorn 
is thenight-houſe, and Aquarizs the day-houſe. Contrariwile 
7mupitey which is the father and friend of Nature, hath for his 
houſes Sagittarins and Piſces, which behold the Lion and Crab 
with a trine aſpe&, which is the aſpeR of perfeR amity, of the 
which Sagitzarinzis the day-houſe , and Piſces the night : and 
| becauſe 7upiter doth follow after Saturn, one of his houſes is 

before the houſes of Satsrs, and the other after. Mars follow- 
ing after, hath for his houſes Aries and Scorpio, whereof Aries 
is the day-houle, and Scorpiothe night-houſe ; theſe two ſignes 
do bebold the Crab and Lie, with a Zuartile aſpet, which is 
the aſpe& of unperfe& enmity, becauſe that Afarsis not friend 
unto Nature, neither ſo great an enemy as Saturn, then follow- 
eth Yenws,which being no enemy unto nature, neither ſo great a 
friend as 7piter,hath for her houſes two ſignes , which bebold 
the houſes of the Swn and Moon, with an aſpet of unperfett a- 
mity, thatis , with a Sextile aſpe&, as Taurus and Libre, of 
the which Tawrs: is the night-houſe, and Libratheday-boule.

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Mercury being the laſt of all, hathrfor his day-houſe Gemsns,and 
Virgs for his night-houſe , which do not behold the houſes of 
the Lights with any aſpeR, becauſe that Merewry being always 
mutable, he doth always accord and agree with thoſe Planets 
with whom he is corporally joyned. This dignity is called the 
dignity of the houſe , becauſe that when a Planetis in any of 
them, he is like a Prince in his Palace commanding,and is obey- 
ed; always it isto be noted, that a diurnall or day Planetis of 
greater force in his day-houſe, then in his night-houſe. Inlike 
manner muſtyou judge of a night-Planet ; unto this dignity, 
becauſe it is the firſt and chiefeſt, is attributed the number five, 
and as this dignity is the greateſtamongſt them, even ſo when 
any Planet is in the oppoſite or contrary ſigne, he. ismoſt un- 
fortunate , inſomuch that when he is in the oppolice of his 
houſe, he is ſaid to be in his detriment or decay: 
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CHAP. V. 


Of the ſecond eſſentiall dignitie , viz, 
Exaltation. 


He ſecond efſentiall dignity is called the Exaltation, 
which is a certain place of the Zodiack , in which 
the vertue and force of any Planet is by a certain 
naturall excellency advanced , as it commeth to. 
paſs in the Sun, who according to the judgement 

of Ptolomy is exalted in Aries, but chiefly according to the opini- 

on of others in the nineteenth degree of the ſame,and in that 
place he is exalced, becauſe then he beginneth to come toward 
the North,and then the dayes begin to increaſe & to exceed the 
nighe; but he is abaſed,and in his fall in the place where his ene- 
my is exalted , thatis, inthe one and twentieth degree of 

Libra, in which place Satwrn is exalted : as likewiſe Sataurs 

thrown down and debaſed in the twentie one degree of hs : 

or 
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for as the Sun is the preſerver of Nature, and Satarme the ruine 
or decay : ſo are their elevations and decays contrary. In like 
ſort doth it happen between J#piter and Mar:, for fupiteris ex- 
alted in the fifteenth degree of che Crab, and abaſed in the like 
degree of Capricors : and Mars is exalted in the twenty eight 
degree of Capricorn, and adaſed in the like degree of the (ab ; 
Yew hath her exaltation in the twenty ſeventh degree of P;/- 
ces, and in the like degree of /irgo is placed her cadency. ey 
cury hath his fall in the fifteenth degree of Fi/ces , and hath his 
exaltation in the like degree of /irgo. Laſtly, the Afcon is exalt- 
red in che third degree of Tawrxs , and abaſed in the hkede- 
gree of Scorpio. The Head and Tail of the Dragon are likewiſe 
exalced in certain places, and abaſed in the contrary. For as the 
head is exalted in the third degree of Gemini , and the Tailin 
the third of Sagittary : ſo is the Head there abaſed , and the 
Tail in Gemm. 

Thus itis to be ſeen, that the Planets have their exaltations 
in ſuch ſignes as do behold the ſignes of ſome one of their hou- 
ſes with an aſpe& of amity, which is partly the cauſe that they 
are fortunate in thoſe places , as it ſhall be afterwards decla- 
red; and albeit the ancient -Lrabians have placed the exaltation 
of the Planets in certain particular degrees of the ſignes : yet 
nevertheleſſe following the minde of Ptolomie, we will take the 
whole ſigne for their exaltation:The Planets then being in thoſe 
ſignes and degrees do ſhew their force, infomuch that if any 
be born (they being in the like degrees) they make him happy 
and fortunate, working the con when they are in their fall 
and decay. This Eſſentiall dignity ſucceeding or following the 
Houſe , hath the number fofour appropiated unto it.

Finally, the watry Triplicity which is the fourth, is both da 
and nightruled by Mars, according to the common and mo 
genetall received opinion,though others will have Yenxs to-rule 
by day, Mars by night; and the Aon both day and night: this 
dignity hath for its valuethree in number ; to thisagreeth .11- 
cibitins, Ganivetws, and other ancient Authours ; but Leovitire:

= logy, have indivers ſorts and manners divided the 
twelve houſes. ' Some beginning at the Aſcendanr, 
PX" divide the Zodiack into twelve equall parts by Cir- 
cles _—y in the' Poles of the Zodiack. Others divide the 
EquinoGiall into twelve equall parts by imaginarie Circles 
drewn from the Poles of the World : others divide the verti- 
eall Circle of the Eaſt into twelve parts ; but for brevities ſake 
we will leave the variety of their opinions, and following Regi- 
omontanns (whoſe way is thought to be moſt rationall) will di- 
vide the houſes by four Circles, which ſhall paſſe by interſeRi- 
ons or cuttings aſunder of the Meridian and Horizon, and di- 
vide the Heaven into twelve uncquall parts which are called 
houſes. Firſt of all, the whole Sphere of the Heaven is divided 
into four parts by the Meridian and Horizon, the beginning of 
which partsace called the angles or chief points of the Heaven. 
By theſe chief pointsare underſtood the four degrees of the Ec- 
liptick line , which do touch the Meridian as well at mid-day, 
as at mid-night,and the Horizon as well atthe riſing as ſetting, 
Theſe /principsll degrees are the Cuſps or beginnings of the 
firſt, fourth, ſeventh and tenth houſes. And the othes houſes 
are at all times to behad and found by thefour fareſaid circles, 
which by two diviſiogsdo paſſe through the Meridian and Ho- 
rizon, the diſtance of all which houſes are £qual in the quarter, 
the beginning of them being taken from tlvie circles. The firſt

likewiſe being the fourth houſe from the tenth , itſhews the 
dignities and advancements of the fathers : It declareth alſo 
the friends of brethren, being the eleventh from the third houſe: 
and finally,it ſheweth the ſecret enemies of the Miniſters or fer- 
vants,becaule it is the twelfth from the ſecond houſe, 


of the ſecond Houſe, 


BY lixe reaſon and order, the ſecond houſe giveth jadgement 
of the brethren and ſiſters of open enemies, as being the 
third from the cwelfth:alſo ir repreſenteth the fathers of friends, 
becauſe it is the fourth houſe from the eleventh: It governeth 
likewiſe the children of Kings, being the fifth from the tenth : 
i giveth judgement alſo of ſervants, and fickneſle of religious 
perſons, as that which by natural order hath the ſixt place from 
the ninth. By this the Wives of our familiars and enemies are 
known, as being the houſe of Marriage , and the ſeventh from 
the eighth : but the eighth houſe hath not this ſignification of 
his own proper nature , but becauſe it is the ſecond ſucceeding 
the ſeventh houſe, which doth principally; ſignifte wives and e- 
nemies; by the ſecond the cauſe of the death of wives is known, 
becauſe it poſſeſſeth the eighth place from the ſeventh houſe. 
Alſo the Religion of ſervants and their long journeys are known 
by che ſecond houſe, becauſe it is the ninth fromthe ſixt., The 
dignity and advancement 'of the-children is gathered from it, - 
decauſe it is the truth from the fift houſe , it Nignifieth alſo the 
friends and eftate of fathers being ctheeleventh houſe from the * 
fourth. Finally, it ſignifieth the ſecret enemies of brethren, be- 
cauſe & is the twelfth houſe from the third : and inthis ſorr = 
mu 
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muſt judge of the other houſes , by underſtanding to which of 
the houles of the Celeſtiall figure the thing or party enquired 
after doth belong , as ſuppoſe one ſhould aske, Shall 1 have 
any ſubſtance or wealth by my Uncle, 07 receive money per- 
haps that he hath promiſed to give you? for reſolution of this, 
we know already this belongs to the ſecond houſe , but in this 
caſe not to the ſecond of the Scheme , and therefore we muſt 
look under what houſe Uncles are compriſed, which is the ſixth 
of the figure, as being the third from the fourth, and fo hath 
ſignification of the Fathers Brethren ; and now having found 
chis,it muſt follow that the ſecond from it is their houſe of ſub- 
ſtance, and that is the ſeventh of the figure ; thus for other 
things vary your Rule,and you ſhall be able to reſolve any Que- 
ſtion that ſhall be propoſed unto you. 
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CHAP# XXVLI. 


How to findeiout the Lerdof any Houſe, which of the 
Arabians & called the Almuten. | 


Aving declared as briefly as may de the ſignfication of 
the twelve houſes, we will alſo according to the do- 

Jeb Arine of the ancient Aſtronomers, ſhew you how to 
7 finde out that Planet which ſhall rule, in every of 
them, which of the Arebians is called the Almnten ,-in Lativ 


Deminus, and in Engliſh Lord. Beginning therefore with the de- 


finition of the name, this Almwter is aſmuch as to ſay,vanquiſh-- 


iog or ſurmounting, and therefore is called the Lord. The Lord 
therefore of the Aſcendant or of another houſe is the Planet 
which hath moſt dignities, or greateſt ſtrength in that place. 1f 
then you defire to know what Planet is Lord of the Aſcend- 
ant , look what ſigne and what degree of the ligne is in the be» 
inning of the firſt houſe; what is here ſaid of the firſt, under- 


ſtand likewiſe of the other houſes, 1f with that Tgne and that 
: degree

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degree you enter the Table of the Planets Dignities, and place 

our /zdex upon the degree of theſigne found out , under the 
Index directly under the Line of the ſame hall apgear all the 
dignities of the Planets. As for example, Suppoſe ina Queſti- 
on the fifth of Aries ſhould aſcend, and you would know the 
Lord of it, placing your /ndex upon the fifth degrees of Aries 
inthe Table of the Planets dignities , 1 finde that the Sun hath 
exaltation-in Aries , and therefore hath four vertues: Then 
you ſeealthough the exalcation of the Sun be in the 19th degree 
of V, yet it ſtretcheth throughout the whole figne, as the ex- 
alcations of other Planets do. He hath alſo a dignity of Tripli- 
rity, becauſe the Queſtion is by day , and for that hath three 
vertues; but 1/ar; becauſe V is his houſe, hath five dignities,and 
one by tace : 7piter alſo Lord of aterm hath there rwo digni- 
ties, but becauſe the Sun doth excell the reſt for dignities, he is 
therefore Lord of. the aſcendant ; for he hath four for exaltati- 
on, and three for Triplicity,which are ſeven;whereas Mars hath 
bur ſix dignities, five for houſe, and one by face : and yet1 do 
not hold this to be an Infallible Rule ; for in all my reading I 
never found to this day, that any ever made Saturn Lord of Li- 
bra,which according to this method muſt be;for grant a Queſti- 
onto be propoſed in the day-time, and the ſixth degree of Li- 
braaſcend, then hath Saturs dignity of exaltation of Triplicity 
and Terme , which make nine in all , whereas Yenxs hath only 
five by houſe, and yet do all make Venus Lady of Libra ; the 
reaſon whereof I cannot conceive, unleſle it be becauſe there 
are more fixed Stars in the Conſtellation of Libra, of the na- 
ture of Venus, then of Saturn. But here's the diſpute, what if 
ewo Planets be found to haveequall dignity in the ſame place ? 
which of them ſhall be Almater ? for this it muſt be obſerved, 
if any of them bein theafcendant within two, three or foure 
degrees neer to the beginning of the firſt houſe , if you finde a 
Planet thus ſituated , the ſame Planet though it had but two 
dignities ſhall be Lord , and the other although it had all the 
dignities that might be, yet becauſe of his abſence he ſhall not 
be Lord ; ifnone of them be in the aſcendanc, then look if they 
do behold the aſcendant ; for he which beholdeth it wich the 
better 
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better or ſtronger aſpe& ſhall be Lord ; if.none of them do be-+ 
hold the aſcendant, or be equallin aſpets, then which of them 
is ſtrongeſt in the Heaven,that is, if one of them be inangle,and 
the other in-a ſucceeding houſe , -or one in a ſucceeding, 
and the other ina falling Houſe , that which is in the Angle 
or ſucceeding Houſe ſhall be judged the Almwren or Lord. 
If it ſhall happen that they be equall in dignities, then look 
which of them is in degree moſt agreeable to his own nature, 
as if it ſhould be a maſculine Planet in a maſculine degree , a 
feminine in a feminine, or in a light, dark, deep, void, azimene, 
or degrees that do {increaſe fortune, then which of them ſhall 
appear ſtrongelt ſhall be Lord, Fivally, if they be in all points 
alike, then the houſe is preferred before other dignities, and the 
Exaltation before the Triplicity,the Triplicity before the Term, 
and Term before the face; as for example, a Queſtion being 
propoſed for the day-time, whoſe aſcendant is the 22th of V, 
the Lord whereof you would know : therefore ſetting your 1x- 
dex upon the 22th degree of V , inthe Table of Dignities, it 
appears that V is the houfe of & , and hath alfo his Term in 
that place , which makes ſeven dignities in all. Likewiſe the 
© hath ſeven Dignities, foure for Exaltation, and three for 
his Diurnall Triplicity. Yes hath only one for face. Now 
it is doubtful which of theſe two ſhall be adjudged Lord : 
but ſuppoſing the Sun to be in the beginning of the- tenth 
houſe, beholding the aſcendant with a Quadrate aſpet, and 
Mars in the ſixth houſe, having no participation with the A. 
ſcendant: the Sun ſhall be Lord , notwithſtanding Afars ſhall 
be partaker with the Sun , becauſe of his dignities he hath-in 
Y, and beareth rule with the Sun , in the aſcendant;although 
the Sun be chief Lord ; in like ſort are the Lords and Rulers 
of other Houſes to be ſearched and found out, Yet according 
to the opinion of ſome, whoſoever be Aimuten , yet the Lord 
- wp Houſe is more properly fignificare# of the thing ſigni-. 
ed,

Notwithſtanding theſe be the proper Lords of theſe ſignes, 
yet when another Planet ſhall be well-dignified in any part of 
theſigne , we muſt take him as a Conſignificator of the thing de- 
manded , and accordingly judge from a conſideration had to 
both. 
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CHAP. XXVII. 


By what means through help of the Tables in the 
Ephemerides, the Figweor Houſes of Heaven 
areto beeretted inevery houre 


of the day. 


KOAS Lbeit there be divers and ſandry times of the day, 
>, inwhich the Celeſtiall Figures or Houſes may 

a) be erected, notwithſtanding we have reduced 
them to two times , that is, the Noon-time and 
SP@9g9% 2 theafternoon.This after-noon is reckoned from 
the noon of one day to the noon of the day following, reckon- 
ing from twelve of the clockunto the end of 24 houres. Bar 
firſt we will ſpeak of the eretion of the Houſes for the Noon- 
time, becauſe it is moſt eafie;and afterward for the after-noon. If 
you will then erect a celeſtiall figure for the houre of the noon, 
firſt frame your figure after the manner Aſtronomicall;then you 
muſt ſeek out the true place of the Sun in your Tables of the 
Ephemerides, which you ſhal find dire&tly over againſt the day of 
the Moneth in the Table that ſerveth for your yeare. This degree 
being found with the minutes, if there be any,place it in the Cuſp 
or 
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or beginning of the tenth houſe, together with the charaQter of 
the ſigne, wherein the Sun is the ſame day; this being done, you 
muſt ſearch amongſt the Tables of the houſes, for that Table 
which is calculated for the ajtitude of the Pole of your Regi- 
on,in which Table you muſt ſeek out the columne of the houles 
under which is placed the ſigne wherein you found the Sun that 
day, and under the title of the tenth houſe , adding or _— 
certain minutes , you ſhall finde the whole degrees, among 
which having found the degree of the Sun inthe right line lead- 
ing to the right hand,you ſhall finde the degrees with the fignes 
which ſhall be ſet in the eleventh, twelfth, 1, 2, and 3 houſes, 
as the title ſet over them doth teach you: and ſo have you ſix 
houſes of the figure erected, the other ſix houſes are found out 
by contrary (ignes, with the ſame degrees that are in the firſt 
ſix; as ſuppoſe the tenth degree of It , being on the Cuſpe of 
the tenth houſe , 'then muſt you place on the Cuſpe of the op- 
poſite houſe, which is the fourth, the tenth degree of Sagitts- 
ow. it being the oppoſite ſigne to IT. , doing thus for the other 
houſes, 

Bur if the time of ereRing a figure be after-noon (as it will 
ſeldome fall otherwiſe) after the ſame manner you mult ſeek 
out the degree of the Sun for your houre appointed, leaving 
as it isaforeſaid,the minutgs if they be under 30, or adding one 
d if they be above 3o, you muſt enter as before into your 
Table, which ſerveth for your place, and in the columne under 
which is placed the ſigne where you found the Sun that day 
and houre, under the title of the tenth houſe, going direRly to 
the lefthand in a little columne, whoſe inſcription is tempres 4 
meridie, that is to ſay, the time afternoon or mid-day,'youſhall 
ſee the houres and minutes of the noon-tide , which are to be 
added alwayes unto the hours and minutes of the time of your 
Queſtion, and if your number of houres and minutes thus ad- 
ded, do ſurmount 24, then ſubſtrat 24 outof the whole, and 
what remains ſeek out in the Table of the houſes in the lirtle 
columne intitled, T exypmus 4 meridze ; and if you finde not the 
lame number, take the next leſſe before, and ſee, and ſo ſhall 
you commit the leſſe errour, and directly roward the right hand 
M in 
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in the right line overthwart ſhall appear the ſignes and degrees 
of the fix Houſes, that is of 10, 11,72, 1, 2, and 3 houſes. The 
other ſix houſes are eaſily found by the oppoſite ſignes and de- 
grees. I will not here diſallow, if any man being skilful in Arith. 
metick will ere& his houſes after a more exa&t manner ; this 
leave to his own diſcretion. In this place I only go about to 
teach thoſe that are ignorant , and would learn the art, preſcri- 
bing only whole degrees unto them, leſt the difficulty and hard- 
neſs in reducing of them into minutes and ſeconds, ſhould ſur- 
charge their wits and capacities. 
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CHAP. XXVIIL 
Of the manner how to place the Planets 
in the Figure. 


wg He Figure being erected, all the Planets together 
© with the head and tail of theDragon,are fitly to 
be placed init,which is done by this means; the 
place of the Planet being found out in the Ephe- 
merides for the houre propoſed by Equation (a 
Table whereof will not I think be ſuperfluous 
to be annexed) muſt likewiſe be ſought out in the houſes, which 
being found, you ſhall place your Planet there: But it hapneth 
many times, and that very often, that the character of the ſigne 
of the place of the Planet is mark'd in ſoine houſe, inwhich 
the Planet is not to be placed , becauſe the degree of his place 
is in another houſe. But that you may not fail in the right pla- 
cing your Planets, take this following Rule eaſie to be appre- 
hended ; if after equation of your Planet to the houre of your 
Queſtion,you ſhall find that the number of degrees & minutes 
of your equated Planet is leſs then the number 6f deg. and mi- 
nutes of the ſignes on the Cuſps of the firſt, ſecond, third,fifth, 
tenth and twelfth ; then place your Planets without the houſes 
above the line of the Cuſp of the aforeſaid houſes. But if it hap- 
pen that after equation they ſhall exceed the number of de- 
grees, 
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crees, that are on the Cuſps of thoſe houſes, then place them 
within the houſe beneath the line of each houſe, and ſo for the 
other ſix, viz. the fourth , ſixth , ſeventh, eighth, ninth and 
eleventh houſes , if the degrees and minutes of your Planer 
exceed the degrees and minutes of the ſignes on the 
Cuſpe of any of theſe houſes , then place your Planet within 
the houſe abovethe line ; if the degrees and minutes of your 
Planets be leſs, then place them without the houſe beneath the 
line. Butif a Planet ſhall chance to be in a ſigne, that is inter- 
cepted betwixt two houſes , you muſt then ſet down the chara- 
Rer of that ligne where it is intercepted, and place your Planet 
beneath it. 
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Who liſt may ſpend their judgement on this Scheme of the A 
third conjuntion of Satwrn and 7upitcy in the fiery Triplicity 
which was only ereRted and here inſerted for illuſtrationof 
what preceded : for here you ſee © being leſlein degrees and 
minutes then the Cuſpe of the third houſe, is therefore placed 
without the houſe above the Line , and ſo & being in nine de- 

rees and 20 minutes only of «1, and the Cuſpe of the twelfth, 
13 degrees, 56 minutes is placed above without the houle;this is 
ſo facile, I need ſay no more. 
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of ſuch things as ave to be obſerved i 
before judgement. 


Ow having erected your Figure, and placed your Pla- * 
nets in the ſame, as is befyre ſhewed, before you give 
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judgement npon any Qudltioncertain things are di- 
| ligently to be conſidered , leſt errour be committed 
inthe ſame. Firſt, therefore the ſeventh houſe, and the Lord 
thereof are to be confidered, for if the ſeventh houſe beimpe- 
dited by the aſpe& or preſences of maligne Planets, or that his 
Lord be letted,that is, if he be in his fall or retrograde,or com- 
buſt, or otherwiſe hindred by misfortunes aforeſaid ; you may 
not ſafely give judgement, fearing to commit errour. For Peg- 
lomie in the 14th eAphoriſme of his {entiloquinm faith , In how 
prear errour ſhall the e4ſtronwomer be wrapped,when the ſeventh 
ouſe, and the Lord thereofare afflicted, and the reaſon hereof 
I conceive to be this, becauſe this houſe comprehends the Artiſt 
himſelf. Further,it is diligently to be marked,whether the Que--- 
ſtion be radicall or no? which is known, if the Lord of the A- 
icendant, and Lord of the houre be one , or of one Triplicity 
or nature. For this conſtellationriſing , the queſtionis radicall, 
contrariwiſe it is not , and therefore abſolute judgement is nor 
£0 be given, Here note, that the firſt evill extendeth no further: 
then 
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thenwhen the queſtion demanded doth not appertain to the ſe- 


- venth houſe, for then.it taketh no place,butrather ſhewerh that 
® the queſtion demanded ſhall have ill ſucceſle or effe&. Likewiſe 
neither the firſt nor ſecond rules do hold in Nativities, neither in 
any queſtion where the certain hour of the thing done is known 
and given. Ganivetss giveth warning to the eAftrologian , of 
theſe CA —_— if the Aſcendant be the latter degrees of 
any ſigne ,» the. queſtion is demanded rentands gratia , or for 
deceit : alſo if the Moon be in the latter degrees of any 
+ figne , he commeth of miſchief to intrap thee , andthe rg- 
_ therif ſhe be aſpected of the infortunes, or newly ſeparated 
from one of them; after thou haſt heedfully minded theſe cau- 
tions you may proceed to give judgement, and that without er- 
rour, if your Rules be duely obſerved. 
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CHAP. XXX 


Of the Significators, and how 10 finde 
them ont, 


» Efore that we cometo give judgement, we muſk 
VS learn to know what the Significators are, and 
&> who they are, and how-to finde them out. The 
D S7oxificator thenis both the houſe thar ſignifierh 
the thing demanded,and the Planet which hath 
moſt dignities in the ſame houſe, whichis called 
the Lord of the houſe ; the finding whereof we have already 
ſhewed. When therefore any Queſtion is propoſed, the Aſcen- 
- dantand his Lord are to be attributed F; the Querent,or mover 
of the Queſtion, and the houſe that ignifieth the thing that is 
demanded , and his Lord are attributed unto the Queſtion 
or thing demanded : the Aeon. which in' every Queltion is - 
common, is attributed alwayes with the Aſcendant, and his 
Lordunto him that moveth the Queſtion: as for example , if 
; RE a ns Re a man : 
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a man ſhould move a Queſtion to enquire of the ſtate of his 
brother, the Aſcendant and Lord thereof , and the Moon are 
given unto the Querent, but the third houſe and his Lord are 
given unto the brother. Or if any man ſhall enquire ofthe 
lickneſle and diſeaſes of another, the Aſcendant , his Lord and 
the Moon are Significators of the patient : but the ſixth houſe 
and the Lord thereof do ſignifie thediſeaſes: and inthis man- 
ner is tO be dealt in all other Queſtions. Notwithſtanding it is 
to be known, that many times you muſt take many Significators, 
aSin thoſe things which are done by Perſonages or Ambaſla- 
dours-comming between us in bargains, Treaties of Peace,mar- 
riages and ſuch other like: for in theſe things the Aſcendant and 
his Lord, and the Afoon, the Planer from which the Aon is ſe- 
parated, are to be joyntly conſidered. And the Planet whereto 
the con doth apply with the houſe , that ſignifieth the thing 
demanded with the Lotd of the ſame,jis to be given to the que- 
ſtion; alſo they do joyn to the Significators any Planer , which 
hath any community or fellowſhip with the ſignification of the 
thing : as for example, a man propounds a queſtion of a future 
marriage, herethe Aſcendant with his Lord , and|the Planet 
from whence the cov is ſeparated with the oor her ſelf, is 
given unto the Querent. But the ſeventh houſe and the Lord, 
and the Planet whereunto the «Moon doth apply, you ſhall give 
unto the thing that is demanded. But if it be a manthat is the 
Querent, you ſhall joyn the © unto the other Significators, be- 
cauſe the © doth ſignifie a man. But contrariwiſe, if it be a wo- 
man, YVenws is joyned unto the Sgnificators , becauſe ſhe ruleth 
the Woman,and the © to the thing that is demanded: and thus 
muſt you do inall other Queſtions. For their dipoſition either 
oneto another , or tothe fortunate or unfortunate Planets do 
ſhew whatſhall come to paſs of the thing demanded. Thus we 
have ſufficiently ſpoken ob the S:gnificators,and now we will ha- 
ſten to the Judegments. * 
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CHAP. XXXL 


How many wayes things are brought 
to perfedtion, 


& Aving finiſhed our Treatiſe ſufficiently touching the 


principles of this Science and obſervations neceſſa- 
ry : Now the right order calleth us to the ſetting 
down the right method and way to bring things un- 
to their Perfet end and ſcope; therefore we will now ſhew 
how ma Ny wayes things may be perfeted ; which hapneth b 
four means and wayes, that is to ſay , by conjunction, by trant- 
lation of light and nature, by collection of light, and by being 
in houſes. When as therefore the Lord of the Aſcendant,, the 
Significator of the thing demanded be either corporally joyned, 
or by aſpe&,the thing demanded withour all doubt ſhall come 
to pals, eſpecially if the conjunRion be in the Aſcendant. Not- 
withſtanding it ſhall come co paſs, but with ſome difficulty, if it 
happen the conjunRion be in the houſe , that ſignifieth the 
thing demanded. 

Secondly , it is brought to perfeRion by tranſlation of light 
and nature, that is, when as the ſaid Sigmsficators are joyned by 
conjun&ion or aſpet , and that ſome other Planet do ſeparate 
himſelf from one of the Significators , of whom he hath been 
received , and appliethto the other Significater before that he 
doth behold or apply unto any other Planet , for then he tran- 
ſports the force and nature which he took of the one to the 0+ 
ther, and he which receiveth the light , is the authour of the 
perfection of the thing. But when it comes to pals in this ſort, 
he that doth demand or ask the Queſtion,doth agree with him 
for whom itis demanded”, for the thing that is demanded by 
meaus of ſome Meſſenger or Judge ſent , or comming between 
them. R 
Thirdly, things are brought to paſſe, when as there is collei- 
on of light by a Planet more weighty chen the Lord of the A- 


ſcen-

ſcendant or Sigwificator of the thing demanded ; that is, when 
the Lord of the Aſcendant and the Significator, or the wy de- 
manded do both behold a Planer weightier then themſelves, 
and eſpecially by reception, for that Planet , is as it were judge, 
that cauſeth the|things to come unto intire perfe&ion. 

Fourthly, and finally , things are finiſhed by the dwelling of 
Planets in houfes ; for if the Significators of any thing be in the 
firſt houſe, eſpecially if they be received,it doth argue the thing 
ſhall cometo paſſe without any labour ; but if the Lord of-the 
Horoſcope , or the Moon, or any of the Significators of the 
Quezent, be in the houſe of the thing demanded , it ſheweth it 
ſhall come to paſſe, but with much labour and travell. Theſe 
things will be plainer by example. Let therefore this be it. In the 
year of our Lord 1555, the 6th day of xe houres 00, 56 mi- 
nutes P.M. there was a Queſtion propounded by one, whether 
he ſhould pet or obtain 5 of his brothers goods? at which 
houre the face of heaven did preſeut it ſelf as followeth. 
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ME rcwry is here Lord of the Aſcendant, and Mars Signifie 
cator of thething demanded, as being Lord of the fourth 
Houſe, c—_— contained the ſubſtances of brethren, becauſe 
it is the ſeconThouſe to thethird , he ſhall juſtly ſignifie the 
thing deſired. Now therefore we muſt look if by any means the 
Querent ſhall obtain or get that which he defireth : which 
thing being conſidered,there appeareth no conjunction between 
the Lord ofthe Afcendant, or the Moon with the Significators 
of the thing demanded , wherefore this way there is ao hopes 
for the effeing it. _— 
But here we may ſee a tranſlation of the light and naturevf 
the Significator of the thing to be brought by the Afoon , unto 
the Lord of the Horoſcope; for the ox being ſe 
from the trine aſpe& of 17ars, whom Mars had received in his 
exaltation, it ſhews that the Querent ſhall obta#r his tefrte 
moreeaſily then if the tranſlation had been contrariwiſe : By 
the third mean which is by colle&ion or gathering of the light, 
it cannot come to paſs, . becauſe there is no weightier Planet 
then they that do behold them both, | 
Fourthly, it is like that the thing ſhall come to paſs, becauſe 
the Significator of the thing deſired, is placed in the Aſcendants 
therefore we do alſo judge that he ſhall have that which he de+ 
ſireth, becauſe the Significator of the thing doth poſleſle the 
Aſcendant, and his light is tranſlated to the Lord of the Horo- 
ſcope ; in this ſort you ſhall judge of all manner of Queſtions 
propounded , alwayes taking heed unto the diſpoſition of the 
Significators, and-marking the good or evil aſpes,with the for- 
tunate or unfortunate Planets their applications or ſeparations, 
For their diſpofition with the good ſhew good , and with the 
evil the contrary: for their application doth ſignifie inclination, 
and their ſeparation privation, Further their applications,which 
are by a Trine or Sextil aſpe&, do eaſily bring the thing to paſs,

Of 4 mans ſecret Enemies. 


F Queſtion being moved of the ſtate or condition 
of a ſecret enemy; conſider well who is the 
Almutes of the twelfth houſe, and his diſpoſiti- 
on with the other Houſes and Planets. For AC- 
cording to his diſpoſition,you may give judge- 
: ment of the ſecret enemy. If the eA/mnten of 
the twelfth houſe be in the ſixth, or joyned with the Lord of 
the ſixth, it ſheweth the enemy is ſick, or the like ; If the Lord 
of the ſixth Houſe be inthe twelfth , but if the Significator be 
found joyned with the Lord of the tenth Houſe, ic Crack that 
the enemy is either at Court,or talking with the King , to have 
or obtain ſomething of him,which ſhall be hurtful co the Que- | 
rent; if the Sig»ificator aforeſaid do behold the Aſcendant or his 
Lotd with a Quadrate or Oppoſition , ſo you ſhall judge. But 
if the Lord of the twelfrh Houſe be found placed in the fourth 
Houſe, or inthe Houſe of Death, or joyned to the Lord of the 
eighth Houſe, which is the Houſe of Death , you ſhall affirm 
that he is already dead, orelſe that he will die very ſhortly, In 
this ſort a man may judge of the. ſtate of his ſecret. enemy by 
the diſpoſition of the S;gnificator with the Lords of the houles, 
and the Planets good or bad., Butifthe Querent, will tell-you 
the name of his enemy, or that he be not a privy , butrather ap 
open enemy , you muſt ſeek ont his condition and ftate -by 
the ſeventh houſe and the Lord thereof , becauſe the ſe- 
yenth houſe, doth behold the Aſcendant with anenviousa- 
ſpeR, rightly therefore the ſtate of open enemies is drawnfrom 
it. Bythe ſame way may you give judgement of thc ſtate and 
condition of any Quefited , if you heedfully obferve to what 
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houſe the inquired after doth belong,as if it beef a childe, 
then bevie with the fift , and judge as you judge for an enemy 
by the twelfth; if a ſervant, then rake, the ſixth houſe; if awife, 
the ſevemh; if a mother, the tenth ; if a father,che fourth; thus 
varying as the party inquired after is related. 8 
Queſtion. 4 Horſe miſſing, where or what 
# become of him, 
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TFudgement upon this Figure, 

eftxrs here Lord of the twelfth ſignifieth the horſe, and he 

is Retrograde, having the ſoon by conjunion applying un- 
to him ; which argued his diſcovery : for which we muſt look 
unto the Quarters of Heaven, ſignified by the ſignes, as alſo 
the Poſition of the Signiftcators; firlt, &2 the ſigne of the twelfth 
is Weſt by North; the ſigne, fecondly, wherein Þ Lord of the 
-ewelfth, and the 2 are, is North ; thirdly, both of them in the 
North-part of Heaven, all which intimates the horſe to be 
North from the place of the Queſtion where asked ; the > and 
HinS a common watry ligne , ſhews him to be in ſome wa 
place, or ruſhy ground, and ſo he was, being found full North 
from the place of the Queſtion in a low watry-medow-marſh 
encompaſſed with reed. 


An appendix cancerning Theft. , 


PeEcauſe Theft isto0 much praRiſed , and the more for want 
of diſcovery ; therefore 1 __ good here to inſert ſome- 
what concerning it : and ſo accordingly if a queſtion be pro- 
pounded for diſcovery , know,that the Aſcendant and his Lord 
are for the Querent or him that loft the goods : but for the S;g- 
nificator of the Thief after erection of the Figure,conſider what 
Peregrine Planet you finde in Angle; if none bein Angle, then 
look if there be a Peregrine Planet in the ſecond houſe,and take 
him for Sig»ificator of the Thief; but if none of theſe be, then 
have recoutſe to the Lord of the ſeventh houſe, who though he 
be not abſolutely of himſelf Significator of the Thief, yet is al- 
wayes a Conſignificator, and ſo isthe Lord of the houre ; the ſe- 
cond houſe andits Lord is for the goods that are loſt or ſtole; 
having thus laid down the ground for finding your Significe- 
. tors, it iSrequiſite firſt to know whether the goods or things be 
ſtole or not; for ſometimes things may be miſlaid,and yet ſuſpe- 
-Qed to be ſtole;and therefore for diſcovery here,take theſe fol- 
lowing Apboriſmes.

Whether a thing be ftolne or not? 


For this behold the Lord of the houſe of the CMoon, and 


Lord of the ſecond,and ſee whether they ſeparate themſelves 
from each *other , 'or any other Planet ſeparate himſelf from 
either of them : or if the Moon give vertue to Þ; or &, or to any 
Planet in cadent houſes, or to the Lord of the eighth , then are 

' not the goods ſtole, but careſly thrown aſide; if the” Moon be 
in the ſeventh, in the ſigne of the Lord of the honre , the Lord 
of the houre being Lord ofthe feventh, then is it not ſtolne, but 

over-looked being miſlaid ; if the Lord of the ſecond be inthe 
Afcendait , ſecond or fourth houſe ; and in his own houſe, 
then you may be ſure *tis but miffaid ; but if the Signifier of the 
Thiefe bein the Aſcendant, or give his vertue with Aion , or 
the cen to him, it is ſtolne. Allo if the Lord of the Aſcendanc 
give his yertue to the Signifier of the Thief, it is ſtoln. | If any 
Planet be inthe Aſcendant , and give his power to the. Signifier 
of the Thief,or the S;gpnificator to him by 1 or F,it is ſtolngAnd 
if none of theſe Conſtellations happen, then is ir not ſtoln, ex- 
cept there be an Infortune inthe Aſceridant or ſecond houſe, or 
the Lord of the houſe of the Han, ortbe term of the Aoow 
be unfortunate, or the part of fortune ,'or his Lord be unfortn- 
nate,, erthe Lord of the' Afcendant,, or Lord of the fecond 
houſe be infortunate, all.theſe ſignifie theft : and ſo if the ſig- 
nifier of the Thief behold the Aſcendantby Q or F, or the 
» by. d, 0, P, or, the Lord; of the houſe of the A/cop, or the 
Lord of the ſecond. houſe, or the part of fortune ,. or his Lord, 
the tbing is ſtoln ; aftef you have found it is ſtola, and would: 
in ſome meaſure deſcribe the Thief, do as followeth.. |

Icft, conſider the Signi/icator of the Thief, what manner of 

perſon he deſcribes per ſe; Secondly , obſerve what ſigne he 
is in, and what ſhape that preſents. Thirdly, look to what Pla- 
nets the S;gnificater is aſpeRed. Fourthly, in whoſe terme,from 
acommixtion of theſe by diſcretionand art together, you may 
very neerly deſcribe the party who: hath your goods: and for 
a colour of his clothing , you muſt after the ſame os pas 

avereſpe& to the Planet ar Planets SignaScators , the ligr 

and reve they arein, and after HT the one with the 
other accordingly judge the clothing. The ſignification of the 
Planets colours, with the houſes and ſignes, you have them al- 
ready ſet down before in a figure with a moveable 'Schewe,

Scaion I I I. 
The age of the Thiefe. 


MAY Writers have many and fundry wayes for determines 

tion of the Thiefes age. Some of them look only upon 
the Significators Orientality , and accordingly judge bim older 
or younger, ashe is more or lefle Orientall. Others judge by 
the degrees of the ſighe that the Planetisin , together with a 
conſidetation had to their Orientality;*for a Planet Orientall, 
and in few defrees, denotes youth in moredegrees, more yeeres, 
and ſo of thereſt. A third ſort judge by the diſtance of the Pla- * 
nets from ©; if h,W or d' be Significators, then look how far 
they are elongated from him : for from theif & with © to _ : 
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aſpe, they ſignifie the age of 20 years, but the neerer to ©,the 
leſsin age, from the [J to the Pabout the age 33 or 36, from 
to the next [J 45 or better, bur from that to the 6, itrepreſents 
one of ſuch an age, as one would think ſhould have more wir, 
buc that old men dote, and younger menare mad; generally 1 
take it to be a ſafe judgement (relation being had to what hath 
preceded) to confider what Planet is Sigmificator ; if it be Þ, 
then is the Thief ngyoung man, bur is-pretty well in years : if 
YL, & or©, then one that is inthe prime of his age , but yet VL 
repreſents one elder then Mars , and Mars one elder then 
the Sun , Venus and Afercyrie have fignification of youth, 
the? hath a repreſentation of age according to her ſeverall 
quarters; if in her firſt quarter a very youth,in her ſecond quar- 
terleſſeyourbful, and ſo of the reſt ; the ſureſt way of judging 
is to conſider all theſe wayes that are ſetdown, and to colle 
the number of teſtimonies , which done,then judge according 
to the major part. Some conſider the ſite of the Planet that is 
Significator, according to the ſeveral quarters ; as if the Thief 
de inthat quarter , which is from the Aſcendant to the tencb, 
| then it ſignifies youth, &c. Let every one judge as they pleaſe.

Whether the Thief be man or woman, one 0r more * 


Flrſt, whether it be man or woman ſome will conſider if 
the Significator be of thoſe Planets that are Maſculine , of 
which ſortis h,%,&, and© ; and accordingly judge the Thief 
tobea Male ; but if the S3gnificator be of thoſe Planets we term 
Feminine, ſuch as 2 and 2, then they fay itis a Female ; as for 7% 
they judge of it accordingas they finde it joyned or aſpe&ted tg 
the other Planets, he being of a vertible nature, maſculine with 
maſculine, and feminine with feminine ; others judge by the 
Angles of the figure, if all ofthem be maſculine, then ſo; if fe- 
minine,then ſo; alſo the Significaror maſculine, and Þ ina maſcu- 
: S line 
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line ſigne fignifieth a man, and ſo on the contrary, if the-Lord 
of the Aſcendant, and the Lord of the houre be both inthe A- 
ſcendant in maſculine ſignes,it is a man;in feminine ſignes,a wo- 
man : if the ſigne aſcending , and Lord of the houre be both 
maſculine, then it is a man;if both feminine, then a woman; if 
one maſculine, and the other feminine, both man and woman 
have a hand in the theft; 8& ſo we are faln upon the next querie, 
whether one or more ? aud ſo if you finde many Peregrine 
Planets in angle,you may judge a plurality of Thieves ; likewiſe 
if the Meonand Significator bein ſignes , which are called bi- 
corporeal or double-bodied,it is an argument of more then one; 
many Planets aſpeRing the Signifier by # or O , argues confe- 
deracie.Beholdthe Significator and the X/oon,if they be infixed 
ſignes and of diret Aſcenfions, or ſignes of few children, or of 
few ſhapes and likeneſs,it imports one and no more;but © and » 
behold themſelves by a [ in the Angles , it hgnifies more then 
one; ſignes of few childyen are It, 9, 7; ſignes of diret A- 
ſcenſion, It, L,m,<,mandZ7. Some do here likewiſe judge 
whether the Thiefe be a ſtranger or of the houſe ; for which 
they ſay, that if both the lights behold the Aſcendant,and bein 
their own houſes, it is then one of the family , and ſo much im- 
plies the Lord of the ſeventh's poſiture in the Aſcendant , the 
Lord-of the fixth in the ſecond accuſeth a ſervant ; © oppoſite 
tothe Aſcendant, it is an. overthwart- neighbour ; the Lord of 
the ſeventh beholding the Aſcendant with a friendly aſpeR, the 
ſame, Lord of the ſeventh, in the ninth from his own houſe , ir 
is a ſtranger ; the Lord of the Aſcendant in the third or fourth 
denotes a houſhoid-ſervant. Probatwms eſt. 
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Section III, 
Whither is 4 thief gone ? 


I F you would know which way the thief is fled or gone , then 

muſt you conſider the ſigne and quarter of Heaven his Signi- 
ficator is in, and what they 'ſignifie ; bya commixtion of them 
you may accordingly determine ; if his Significater be ſwift in 
motton,or joyred to Planets ſwift in motion,or being himſelfin 
ſignes 
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ſignes moveable, or of ſhort Aſcenſions,then is the thiefs flight 
with ſpeed: but if he be ſlow in motion, or joyned to Planets 
that are ſlow, or he be in ſignes fixed or of long aſcenſions, 
then he makes no great ſpeed, the Sign; *cator retrograde uſual« 
ly brings back the thief. 

A T able expreſſing the ſeverall Quartersof Heeven, by uſe whereof 

Jou may know to what parPof heaven the thief or thing ſtrayed is ones 


Theuſeofthis table is ſo facile, that it will not need any ex- 
plication, only you may obſerve a ſmall difference in the aſſign- 
ment of the Quarters ro the fignes, which is ſo ſmall , thatit 
breeds no errour at all in point of art, and ſo every one may uſe 
which he findes moſt true in delivering judgment toward what 
part the beaſt is ſtrayed, fugitive fled , or the thief is gone: al- 
wayes preferre the ligne before the Quarter, only make uſe of . 
it to balance your judgment when other teſtimonies are equall. 
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Section VI, 
7 hether any hopes of Recoverie ? 


F youdeſire to know w hether any of the ſtoln goods ſhall 
be had again or n6t ; then ſee if there be any aſpe& or applica- 
tion betwixtthe Lord ofthe Aſcendant, and Lord of the eighth 
houſe, orif the Lord of the Afcendant be in the ſeventh , - or 
Lord of the feventh in the Aſcendant, theſe Conſtellations and 
Poſitions hapning, brings a thief back , and reſtores the goods. 
Alſo if both the Luminaries behold the Aſcendant, it cannot be jÞ , 
concealed, but ſome diſcovery will be made, and recovery with- 
all, if at that time the Aſeon applies to the Lord of the ſecond, 
eſpecially if both the 24gon and Lord of the ſecond be eſſenti- 
ally dignified, it imphes a full recovery ; but if only accidentally 
fortified,then a part: a diſcovery, but no Reſtitution if they ap- 
ly, and are both Peregrine ; eſpecially if Þ, & or 25 be in the 
econd houſe, foreither of theſe imply an imbezlement of the 
thing ſtole or loſt. When both the Lights behold themſelvegin 
Angles, it ſig nifieth recovery of the thing at length,though fiot 
without ſome labour and travel,except the aſpe& be a £: like- 
wiſe the con in the Aſcendant with any fortune is good for 
R ecovery,and ſois © andthe Aon poſition in the tenth;if the 
L ord of the ſecond he in his exalcation , there is great hopes of 
. attaining the thing again, eſpecially if there be any other ceſti- 
mony of Recovery. If the Lord of the Aſcendant apply to the 
ſecond, or the Lord of the ſecond to the Aſcendant ; if there be 
any application or tranflation of light between the Lord of the 
eighth, and the Lord of the ſecond, or Lord of the-eighth be in 
the ſecond, it ſignifies Recovery, The Sun or Maw aſpeting 
the Thiefs Significator, or che Lord of: his ſubſtance by a * or 
Q reſtores thegoods. The chiefeſt ſignes of giving the thing 
for loſt, are the poſition of h, &, or ?$ in theſecond , or if the * 
Lord of thefſecond be in the cighth, or combuſt , or when the 
Lord of the ſecond applieth tothe Lord of the eighth with any
